The  switch  is  being  ‘sold’  to  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  tenants  in 
various  guises,  and  even  pre¬ 
sented  as  a  ‘choice’  in  many 
cases:  “You  can  stay  as  you  are 
but  we  won’t  have  any  money 
for  even  basic  repairs,  or  you  can 
agree  to  the  new  housing  part¬ 
nership  taking  over  and  straight 
away  there’ll  be  millions  of 
pounds  available  for  improve¬ 
ments.” 

It’s  an  offer  no  one  is  likely  to 
refuse,  especially  as  there  is  no 
mechanism  by  which  the  tenants 
can  oppose  the  handover  anyway. 

But  make  no  mistake,  the  cash 
being  made  available  to  pay  for 
the  improvements  is  taxpayers’ 
money  in  any  case,  and  it  is  be¬ 
ing  handed  over  to  private  cor¬ 
porations  as  a  sweetener  to  make 
it  worth  their  while  taking  on  the 
‘burden’  of  having  a  captive  mar¬ 
ket  paying  them  rising  rents  for 
ever. 

This  despite  the  fact  that  many 
older  tenants  have  paid  many 
times  the  construction  and  main¬ 
tenance  costs  of  their  homes  in 


rent  over  the  years. 

The  wording  used  to  describe 
the  new  housing  companies  is  de¬ 
signed  to  con  people  into  think¬ 
ing  that  they  are  some  sort  of 
community  association,  but  the 
truth  is  that  they  are  run  by  mas¬ 
sively  overpaid  executives,  and 


are  designed  to  bring  in  ‘market 
forces’  to  council  housing  and 
make  massive  profits  prior  to  full 
privatisation  in  a  few  years’  time. 

In  areas  where  the  first  stage 
of  the  changeover  has  taken 
place,  ‘efficient’  housing  associa¬ 


tions  are  already  failing  to  house 
local  youngsters  or  throwing  out 
the  elderly  in  order  to  make  room 
for  asylum  seekers,  whose  rents 
are  paid  by  the  taxpayer.  Hous¬ 
ing  newcomers  is  more  profitable 
than  looking  after  our  own  peo¬ 
ple,  so  out  they  go!  In  London 


and  the  South  East  especially,  lo¬ 
cal  people  are  seeing  rents  soar 
beyond  their  reach. 

Angry  tenants’  associations 
have  called  a  “Stand  Up  For 
Council  Housing”  Day  on  22nd 
September,  and  the  British  Na¬ 


tional  Party  is  behind  them  all  the 
way.  But  a  single  day  of  protest, 
however  justified,  won’t  change 
anything  by  itself.  Council  ten¬ 
ants  -  and  indeed  everyone  wor¬ 
ried  by  New  Labour’s  huge  un¬ 
dercover  privatisation  operation 
of  everything  from  schools,  hos¬ 
pitals  and  new  roads  -  need  to 
realise  that  what’s  going  on  is  the 
direct  result  of  the  way  in  which 
millions  of  decent  people  keep  on 
voting  for  the  failed,  internation¬ 
alist  Lib-Lab-Con  parties. 

All  the  old  parties  accept  that  it

The  Government  has  a 
duty  to  patrol  and  secure  the  na¬ 
tion’s  borders,  and  shouldn’t  pass 
the  buck  to  an  organisation  with 
limited  authority  and  resources.

The  National  Criminal  Intelligence 
Service  say  up  to  900  organised 
gangs  are  suspected  of  making  £8 
billion  from  the  trade,  though  they 
are  also  branching  out  into  tobacco 
and  alcohol  smuggling,  credit  card 
fraud  and  even  armed  robberies  and 
kidnapping. 

Around  40  tons  of  cocaine  and 
30  tons  of  heroin  entered  the  coun¬ 
try  last  year.  However,  police  and 
customs  officials  seized  only  three 
tons  of  cocaine  and  two  of  heroin. 
Most  of  the  heroin  is  from  Afghani¬ 
stan  and  is  processed  in  Eastern 
Turkey  and  delivered  through  cen¬ 
tral  and  eastern  Europe.

But  inside 
the  packed  main  marquees, 
the  atmosphere  was  often 
electric. 

More  than  500  members  and 
supporters  attended,  with  an  es¬ 
timated  additional  100  turned 
away  at  roadblocks  manned  by 
police  officers  brought  in  from 
Merseyside  who  refused  to  stick 
to  the  arrangements  worked  out 
between  the  event  organisers  and 
the  local  police. 

This  very  marked  increase 
over  last  year’s  attendance  re¬ 
flects  both  the  substantial  growth 


twelve  months  and  the  way  in 
which  the  Red-White-and-Blue 
has  already  become  the  key  event 
in  the  party  calendar. 

The  big  increase  in  the  number 
of  families  attending  was  also 
very  welcome  and  a  good  sign 
for  the  future.
